WASHINGTON, July 11.—Amer- 
fea’s foreign trade fell off more than 
$3,000,000,000 during the fiscal ycar 
ended June 30, a summary of trade 
issued today by the Department of 
Commerce shows. The slump was 
about evenly divided between en- 
ports and imports. 

Exports for the year aggregated 
$6,619.000,000 as compared with 
$8,108,000,000 the year before, while 
imports amounted to $3,666,000.000 
es against $5.238,000,000 the pre- 
vious year. The trade balance in 
favor of the United States for the 
vear was $2,852,009 ,000.

and $629,000,000 in June, 1920.

While lower than the total forthe

GERMAN MEN WORLD SEEN 


ARMY AND NAVY, 
MAY LEAD TRADE WAR 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—Back of all the disarmament talk of the civilised 


world is the apparition of the economically supreme Germany. It is not because 


of a sudden desire to approach world peace by discarding standing armies and bat- 
tleships. There is almost a panic of nations to cut down the tremendous expendi- 


tures for war preparedness, but it is due to the fear Germany, beaten in the World 


War, is, after all, the economic winner, and will yet dominate world commerce. 


When the Kaiser fell, 


many, and that peace treaty 
took from Germany her army 
and her navy. The treaty pro- 
hibits Germany from having a 
navy and an army. It did for 
Germany what the German people 
could not do for themselves, and it 
has forced the German nation to 
throw into economic warfare on the 
entire world her entire man-power 


and her entire resources. Freed 
from the consuming and withering 


last weight of this incubus that a mil 


tary war lord had built on the in- 
dustrial fabric of the nation, Ger- 
many now has but one ambition, 
and that is to outbuild; owt manu- 
— and outsell the civilized 
world. 


OTHERS HANDICAPPED. 
The leaders of the other nations 
see that even with her tremendous 
indemnity Germany becomes indus- 


trially and economically foot’ loose 
without a dollar of expenditure for 
a first power navy and 4 great 
standing army. Any nation which 
maintains both as great and in- 
creasing eaters of the wealth of the 
nation is thopelessly handicapped in 
the race of world trade competition. 

Germany has no raw products, but 
it has a tremendous ambition to 
dominate the world markets. It 
could not win this ambition by win- 
ning the World War, but when the 
Treaty of Versailles stripped from 
the shoulders of the Germans the 
burdens of the Frankenstein war 
machine it gave the farsighted in- 
Austrial leaders of Germany their 
first sight of a realization of this am- 
bition. 


ALLIED LEADERS AWAKE. 

All the Allied leaders have come 
to see this. They now see more— 
they know that in a generation Ger- 


paid the war in- 
demnity and then will be far and 
away the leader industrially and 
commercially of nations that wearily 
continue to pour world fortunes into 
new armaments and the mainte- 
nance of armies and arsenals. It is 
estimated by economists that even 
with the payment of the indemnity 
Germany will not be so badly off 
financially as if she maintained an 
army and a navy on the scale of ex- 
penditures before August of 1914 
and during the great World War. 

Disarmament discussions are the 
real thing now and the conference 
which President Harding is calling 
for Washington and which Great 
Britain has already accepted and to 
which France, Italy and Japan will 
also send acteptances, is more than 
a paper conference. It is forced 
upon all nations as the only possible 
solution which will permit them to 
compete with the reconstructed and 
resurrected Germany and her real 
world ambition to set the economic 
pace for the civilized world. 

REAL DANGER SEEN. 

Uniess the other great powers can 
curtail their armament and fortifi- 
cation expense Germany, with only 
the load of the indemnity, can sur- 

pass them in the making, sale and 

fistribution of the needs of the 
world. With their scientific devel- 
opment, with their industry and the 
desire to win in peace what they 
could not win in war, none of the 
other civilized natlons can compete. 
With Germans working ten to 
twelve. hours a day with a united 
national spirit and an wuwnmarred 
homeland, countries dominated by 
industrial strife and handicapped by 
short hours and high wages can 
easily be outstripped in world com- 
petition, and there is but one thing 
to re-establish equilibrium ‘of na- 
tions—that is to throw over the bur- 
den of armament and super 
armament. 

Senator Borah, author of the dis- 
armament section of the naval bill 
which was agreed to today by the 
Senate and now goes to the Pres- 
dent for signature, believes that he 
has been badly treated by the ad- 
ministration.

BANKER VICTOR © 
ON NINE POINTS. 


Referee’s Decision Highly 
Favors Stillman. 


Practically Concedes Him Not 
Cuys Father. 


Damaging Bit of. Evidence 
Against “Fifi.” 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
Surrogate Gleason, referee in the 
James A. Stillman, divorce and 
legitimaéy action, this evening hand- 
ed down a decision ruling on nine 
points of law raised by counsel for 
the banker. 

The findings of the referee, final 
and subject to reversal only upon 
appeal to the higher courts, 
regarded as a distinct victory for 
the banker. Mr. Gleason, after a 
study of all the evidence thus far, 
presented, sustained seven of the 
nine points raised and according to 
one authority, virtually concluded 
that the banker had proven that he 
could not have been the father of 
Baby Guy Stillman. This view, how- 
ever, may be upset when the defense 
later presents evidence that the 
banker and hig wife had lived under 
one roof. 


DAMAGING EVIDENCE. 


The judgement of the referee, 
given to newspaper men here with 
the consent of all attorneys in the 
case, restored to the record of the 
case one damaging bit of evidence 
against Mra. Stillman—the “Dearest 
Honey” letter of May 20,1919, from 
Fred Beauvais to Mrs. Nei n. 
known in. the suit as Exhibit B, and 
Exhibit 12. The return of this com- 
munication to the record was a re- 
versal of a previous Gleason ruling. 

The referee's ruling also made a 
permanent part of the case the 
“rolled oats and bacon” letter, dated 
Feb. 11, 1919, which up to now was 
in the record only “on a basis of 
present proof.” 

WORDING THE 


The nine points of law were 
sented in typewritten form to 
eree Gleason several days after the 
last Poughkeepsie hearing. As they 


came from the referee tonight, the 
wording of the nine was practically 
the same—except that alongside the 
sustained points the word “admitted” | 
appeared. This notation did not ap- 
pear beside points 2 and 3, since 
there wag apparently no question of 
decision to be made on these—both 
— them being mereh statements ot 
ct. 

The result, however, of failure to 
sustain the statements of fact was 
interpreted as definitely removing Dr. 
Russell's testimony, and as disal- 
lowing attempts to introduce by let- 
ter or conversation any asserted ad- 
missions by Mr. Stillman or Fred 
Beauvais on the paternity issue.

Facing apparent fallure in busi- 
ness within a few days of his ex- 
pected wedding, Graham B. Hunter, 
proprietor of the Wingard Manu- 
facturing.

what did amount to an abnormal 
volume of supplies in fact of cur- 
tailed purchasing activity is rapidly 
disappearing and the point where 
demand will reach and pass avail- 
able supplies is in the near future. 

As to “Panic factor” number 
three—it lost its relation to both 
the period and the cycle back in 
1920 when the Federal reserve ratio 
ceased to decline and started upon 
its long steady climb to safer levels.
